The  bill  contemplated  by  this  statement  (Senate 
Bill  No.  519,  session  1871-2)  failed  of  passage  in  the  Assembly,  because  of  an  objection 
made  to  its  being  taken  up  out  of  order.  A  list  of  the  statutes  enumerated  in  this  bill, 
and  hence  intended  to  be  expressly  repealed,  is  here  given  for  the  purpose  of  indicating 
what  statutes,  according  to  the  Code  Commissioners,  were  superseded  by  the  Codes.
